Great Englishmen, such as Gladstone, 
have done all in their power to effect a 
coalition, and great Irishmen, like Isaac 
Butt, Parnell, Davitt and Redmond ac- 
cepted a settlement of an amicable na- 
ture, such as home rule, if it could be 
Placed on the statute book. This En- 
gland today is ready to give, but will 
never consent to an Irish republic. 

I have been a home ruler all my life 
and have with every vote I have ever giv- 
en supported the cause, and like most 
English people respect and like the fine, 
generous, Irish race which has qualities 
second to none. Let these people agree 
amongst themselves, and then submit the 
form of government they desire, short of 
forming an independent state, to the 
British electorate, and they will get all 
they want to the full.

It is a 
fight between the people and the holders of bonds and 
stocks.

THE CIGARETTE PROBLEM.

The Nebraska Legislature will again 
wrestle with the cigarette problem.

The words were originally a 
term in the Roman furniture trade. 
Cabinetmakers of that day, as {in our 


own, were accustomed to smooth 
over bad places in their product, or 
to fill peg holes made through error, 
with wax. When varnish or other 
finishing liquid was applied, the 
damaged places could not be seen. 
But this, of course, was not the best 
furniture, and it came to be a trade 
expression that the finest household 
furnishings must be finished sine 
cera——-without wax. It was an easy 
transition from sine cera to sincere, 
still used today tn much the same 
manner as by the old Romans, for 
sincere implies the very thing that 
in meant 2000 years ago.
